EBRUARY 18th is the date of is- 
sue for the three cent values of 
the Army and Navy series of 
postage stamps. The Ic and 2c 
values have already made their appear- 
ance. The three cent values were each 
originally announced to carry the por- 
traits of two noted Army and Navy men. 
After some months, the Picture of Phil 
Sheridan was added to the 3c Army 
stamp which caused much trouble and 
expense for collectors and dealers, since 
thousands of envelopes bearing only the 
pictures of Grant and Sherman had been 
purchased and prepared for use with 
this new Army stamp. 
Following is a brief historical sketch 
of the men whose pictures will appear 
on these two new stamps. 


Ulysses S. Grant 





eral U. S. Grant legally. He was 

born at Point Pleasant, Ohio, on 
April 27, 1822, under the name of Hiram 
Ulysses Grant. He entered West Point 
when seventeen and his congressman cer- 
tified the name of his appointee as Ulys- 
ses §. Grant applied to both the 
Secretary of War and the West Point 
authorities to have the name corrected 
but nothing was done about it, so he 
graduated No. 21 in a class of 39 as 
U.S. Grant, and so remains to fame. 


He spent eleven years in the army, 
taking part in all the battles of the 
Mexican War except Buena Vista, and 
then resigned and became a farmer. At

He graduated 
from West Point in 1840 and resigned in 
1853, went to San Francisco and was 
manager of a bank there when the Vigi- 
lantes took possession of the city, when 
he was called upon by the Governor to 
help put them down. 

From there he went to Louisiana and 
was Superintendent of the state military 
academy at Alexandria when the Civil 
War broke out and he was made a 
Colonel in July of 1861. He served with 
distinction in many battles and on May 
6, 1864, started “marching through 
Georgia.” His army occupied Atlanta 
on September 2nd and from there he 
started his celebrated “march to the

For his great services during the war 
he was made a Lieutenant General in 
1866, succeeded Grant as Commander of 
the army in 1869, visited Europe in 
1871-72, retired from active service in 
1884 and died at New York City on 
March 16, 1879. 





“Phil” Sheridan 


G wes tor Philip Henry Sheridan 





was born March 6, 1831, and died 
August 5, 1888. His family came 
to this country from Ireland about 1830. 

One of the most forceful and brilliant 
of American heroes, Philip had little 
schooling and became a clerk in an Ohio 
village store when but 14. He was ap- 
pointed to West Point in 1848 and there 
had prompt trouble with a cadet officer 
who was treating him unfairly. Philip 
stepped from the ranks with fixed bayo- 
net and chased the officer off the parade 
ground. For this he was suspended for 
a year, but graduated with the class of 
1853. 

After service on the Rio Grande and 
then against the Indians he was made 
a Captain in the spring of 1861. He 
chafed under staff duty, however, and 
was delighted when made a Colonel of 
the 2nd Mich. Cavalry on May 25th and 
won his star as a Brig. Genl. of Vols. 
in a little over a month after that ap- 
pointment. He followed that up with 
more brilliant service and was made 
Maj. Genl. of Vols. Dec. 31, 1862. 

In the fall of 1863 he again dis- 
tinguished himself at the battles of 
Chicamauga and Chattanooga, found 
high favor with Genl. Grant and was 
put in charge of all cavalry of the Army 
of the Potomac. Carrying on with the 
same force, in August, 1864, he was 
made commander of the Army of the 
Shenandoah with orders from Grant to 
drive the enemy south and destroy all 
supplies in the fertile Shenandoah Val- 
ley. He did this so effectively he was 
made a Brig. Genl. in the regular army. 

On Oct. 19, 1864, his little army was 
surprised by Genl. Early and routed. 
Sheridan was at Winchester, 20 miles 
away and from there made his famous 
ride, rallying the fleeing soldiers and 
turning a defeat into a decided victory. 
For this he received the thanks of Con- 
gress and was made a Major General. 
He continued with Grant until the end 
of the war, his final feat being that of 
throwing his army across the line of 
Lee’s retreat, forcing the surrender to 
Grant. 

Sheridan was made a Lt. Genl. by 
President Grant in 1869. He continued 
to render outstanding service and in 
1888 Congress gave him the highest rank 
in the army, that of General. He wrote 
his personal memoirs and died at Non- 
quitt, Mass., three days after completing 
that work, and was buried at Arlington 
with all honors.

tiring board, which was formed to get 
rid of disloyal and unfit officers. 

From there he was sent to command 
the Gulf Blockading Squadron, entered 
the Mississippi River, cleared it of de- 
fenses and captured New Orleans on 
April 26, 1862. To do this his vessels 
had to burst the iron chains which the 
Confederates had stretched across the 
tiver and sink the gunboats and rams 
that blocked his path. 

In the last years of the war he won 
undying fame. He was given the task 
of capturing Mobile; the only important 
port left open to the Confederates. On 
the morning of the 5th of August, 1864, 
with the mouth of Mobile Bay protected 
by two forts, with the winding channels 
filled with torpedoes, and with three 
gunboats and the ram Tennessee to face, 
he calmly and quietly gave the order to 
proceed to attack. After a three hour 
battle, one of the greatest in our naval 
history, and with the loss of but one 
vessel, the Confederate flotilla had been 
destroyed, the Tennessee had surren- 
dered, the forts were helpless, and the 
port of Mobile was sealed to blockade 
runners, cutting off the last means of 
communication between the Confeder- 
ates and the outside world. 

The rank of Vice Admiral was created 
for Farragut in 1864 and the rank of 
Admiral in 1866. Worn out in service, 
he retired, and died at Portsmouth, N. 
H., August 14, 1870. 


David Dixon Porter 





DMIRAL Porter was born at Ches- 
ter, Pa., on June 8 ,1813. He was 
the son of Captain David Porter, 

who adopted Farragut, and thus gave 
two distinguished sons to his country. 
After seeing service in the Mexican navy, 
Porter became a Midshipman in 1829. 

He held many and various positions 
both afloat and ashore up to the Civil 
War, when he became one of our most 
prominent and famous naval officers of 
all time, showing his efficiency and gal- 
lantry in many ways in cooperation with 
the army and in keeping the Mississippi, 
Ohio, and other rivers open for transpor- 
tation of troops and supplies, as well as 
engaging in and winning many engage- 
ments. 

He was made an Admiral and was the 
only man in the war to three times re- 
ceive the thanks of Congress for ef- 
ficiency and ability. In August, 1865, 
he was made Commandant of the Naval 
Academy, which was greatly enlarged 
and improved under his leadership. 
When Farragut was made Admiral, Por- 
ter was promoted to Vice Admiral, and 
when Farragut died Porter succeeded 
him as Admiral. His latter years were 
spent in routine naval duties, and he 
died on February 13, 1891, being buried 
at Arlington with all honors. ..

ARRY, you said last week you 
HH were going to talk some more to- 

night about the older stamps. I’ve 
been looking at some of them recently 
and nearly all of them seem to be badly 
cut or have poor centering. Why is 
that? 

Two reasons, son. When the first 
stamps came out no one had any such 
idea as perforating them. The machine 
was invented in England and their first 
perforated stamps came out in 1854. 
So, the stamps were put on the plates 
very close together with only about a 
millimeter between them and people had 
to cut them apart. Mighty few people 
took the trouble to be careful, with only 
that tiny space to work on, so a perfect- 
ly cut one with a white margin on all

four sides is pretty scarce and valuable 
accordingly. 

And yet that careless cutting has 
helped greatly in plating the stamps. So 
many copies show part of one or more 
others that it made it much easier to 
straighten things out, and also in lo- 
cating the minor varieties. 

I can see that, from what you told 
me of Dr. Chase and the Ashbrook 
booklet, but how about the perforated 
ones? 


Same thing applies. When they began 
perforating in 1857 they studied those 
plates with the stamps almost touching 
each other. They either had to go to 
the expense of making new plates or 
fix up the old ones to give a little more 
perforating room, so they did that. 
Here, look at the catalog. And, by the 
way, you keep looking at the catalog. 
About all the questions that new col- 
lectors keep asking are fully explained 
there and they never take the trouble to 
look. You stop, look and listen first! 


See this cut of the rarest type of the 
lc 1851, No. 30? You see those big 
scallops on the sides and top are com- 
plete and perfect, and that the scrolls 
on the bottom are turned under so as to 
make perfect little balls. Now look at 
the type II cut. See how the balls and 
ornaments have been cut away? 

Yeah, but look here. You are talking 
about the first ones, not the perforated 
ones. How come there are those varie- 
ties in the imperfs? I thought you said 
the plates were trimmed up for the 
perforations. 


Good question, Fred. You may make 
a harvest hand yet. The answer is that 
as the plates showed signs of wear they 
were worked over from time to time so 
the stamps would show clear impres- 
sions. That way the channels between 
them were grooved out, and the poor 
stamps were so close together that they 
cut away parts of them, both at sides 
and top and bottom, which made some 
of the varieties. And they recut worn 
lines, which led to still others. 


With the 3c stamps the plates were 
given a general dressing up before any 
stamps were printed from them, so we 
have the oddity of “recuts” from a brand 
new plate instead of a worn one. Many 
and all sorts of lines were recut, so re- 
member that all the minor varieties 
given in the catalog come from first 
printings. 

Well, when they got to perforating 
there was more trimming and dressing 
to make room for the perforations. 
Then, the machine was not perfect and 
with that narrow space between stamps 
it resulted that about 90% of them were 
“off center.” 

Wait a minute, Harry. I want to know 
why it is after all these years so many 
of our stamps are still badly centered. 
Why is it?

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Heaven only knows! It is one of the 
mysteries of the P. O. D. Why, when 
every new stamp is paid for ten times 
over by the collectors who buy them 
and put them away, we should still have 
that centering trouble is one of the big- 
gest aggravations we philatelists have. 

England and her colonies have had 
90% perfect centering for many long 
years; 90% of our stamps are off center. 
We are friends with England. The P. 
O. D. has been urged time and again to 
send an official over there to study their 
system of handling the paper and doing 
the printing and perforating, but nothing 
doing. It is maddening and mighty short 
sighted. With the Philatelic Agency sell- 
ing a million dollars worth of stamps to 
collectors a year, it does seem as if plain 
common sense would make them hunt up 
a means of giving us fine centering, in- 
stead of bracing themselves for a roar 
from disappointed collectors every time 
a new issue appears. 

Take the latest 3c one, the Susan B. 
Anthony. Have you got a perfectly 
centered block of it? 


Yes, but it cost me about two dollars! 
I couldn’t get any in town and was told 
at our Philatelic Window that they had 
not received any perfect sheets and were 
having an awful lot of howls from col- 
lectors about it. So I took the car and 
went out into the country and after 
visiting about a dozen small offices I at 
last picked up a few very fine blocks. 

That’s it! Even after our postmaster 
sets up a window for collectors, to keep 
thousands of dollars from leaving here 
and going to Washington, he can’t get 
decent stamps to make it pay. If they 
call that good business sense I don’t. 
Let’s talk of something else. That sub- 
ject of poor centering gets me so mad I 
want to duck some officials in the lake.

telic Discovery. Mr. Freter states that 
the ship shown on the 3c U. S. Colum- 
bian issue as the Flag Ship of Co- 
lumbus, ‘is identical with the same pic- 
ture of a ship shown on the 10c stamp 
of the Cabot issue of Newfoundland for 
1897. On this stamp the ship is labeled 
the “Matthew.” An examination of the 
two stamps in question shows very clear- 
ly that there is much in common be- 
tween the two pictures. 

Perhaps the engravers, the American 
Bank Note Company, can answer this 
question since both the Columbian issue 
as well as the Newfoundland Cabot 
issue are products of this company. 

We shall propose the question to them 
and see what happens. It could very 
readily have been that the Company 
needed a model of a ship of this period 
and that the same design has been cop- 
ied for both stamps. Such little things 
are of little consequence if no one no- 
tices them and if it is true in this in- 
stance, they got away with it for a long 
time.

The Morocco Edwards 





Collectors have doubtless wondered at 
the wide range of prices that have been 
quoted by dealers on the Edward stamps 
with Morocco overprints. 

These stamps appeared just about the 
time of Edward’s abdication. Natur- 
ally, dealers who had already ordered or 
obtained a supply and had them priced 
in offers were uncertain as to further 
supplies. Prices were therefore immedi- 
atly raised as would be natural. It has 
required some time to learn that ample 
supplies were available and as a result 
prices have again dropped to a more 
proper level. 


Arthur Chamberlain of Olyphant, Pa., 
had these stamps offered at as high as 
85c per set. This price was based on 
wholesale quotations of 70 to 75c per 
set. Since learning that the supply was 
ample and having obtained stock at a 
more proper figure Mr. Chamberlain has 
cut his price to 40c and even has re- 
funded to collectors who ordered at the 
85c price. This is doubtless true in the 
case of other dealers, too, for we find 
that the established dealers are very apt 
to be very fair about prices of material 
of this nature and the fluctuation in 
price has been due solely to uncertainty 
of supply, and to wholesale quotation 
fluctuation.

New CATALOG 


The new General Precancel Catalog 
is at hand, compliments of Hoover Bros. 
A large and imposing book with a re- 
vised Introduction and Style chart. Ata 
glance we first noted that besides the 
State name each page is headed with 
also the town name for that page, this 
should tend to facilitate matters when 
in search of some of the smaller places. 
As has been noted several times, this 
book begins with the 1922 perf. 11 issue 
and lists to date. The Black Harding is 
the first of the commemoratives to be 
listed, on down to at least the Michigan 
issue, perhaps later. A bureau print 
section is included too. I got a jolt when 
I looked up some of my Jackson, Mich., 
reissued OVALS. The 25c dropped from 
$5.00 to $1.00 and all the others took 
some reduction except the 1%4c double. 
The Battle Creek double line reissues 
are all recorded and some I do not think 
exist. The 1%, 5, 6, 7 and 8c Bi-Cents 
are listed in this type and all have 
slipped by me except the 8c which is 
seen quite often. Who has these Bi-Cents 
in the double line type? In the general 
issue the 50c up is the best item at 
$4.00. But enough of this; you must get 
your copy to see just how your pets were 
handled. Remember the price of the 
book is just a little over twice as much 
as Scott’s yet it will be useful no doubt 
for several years and in the long run will 
not cost any more than for the other 
catalogs of this nature. I was struck by 
the really sensible suggestion on pricing 
and discounts on stamps of varying con- 
dition, you too will like that feature 
when you read it over. I note that the 
catalog suggests 50% over catalog for 
items with plate number attached, would 
not this be about right for the Electric 
Eye items, or is that figure too high 
considering that it is possible to have 
ten stamps out of a sheet show the dis- 
tinguishing selvage. I think not. Hoov- 
er Bros. should be given a vote of 
thanks or a medal or something for 
placing so much faith in the hobby as to 
gamble on making out on a book the 
size and magnitude of this, the sixteenth 
edition of the general catalog. 


PRICES 


Despite the fact and notwithstanding 
that H. M. Southgate insists that 10c is 
a fair price for the 20c up bureau varie- 
ties, it is my opinion that collectors who 
are collectors should gamble a little on 
these stamps. Mr. C. L. Young of Al- 
bion, Iowa, carried an ad in LINNS in 
the Jan. 23rd issue offering the Detroit 





items at 50c each. I suggest that if you 
don’t have this item that you write Mr. 
Young and coax him to sell you one of 
these stamps. If they turn out common 
you are out 50c but if they are good 
you can’t help but win on the deal. If 
you don’t gamble a little you never 
stand to win very much. This goes for 
the other two items also. Get them 
even tho you must gamble on them, you 
stand better than an even chance on 
winning. 


DUES 


When looking over the new catalog a 
problem arose in my mind as to just 
how some of the 1917 type dues will be 
handled, and I think this will be a prob- 
lem for the catalog makers when they 
issue Part 1 of the catalog. Here is the 
catch.
